In view of the fact that the originally Japanese garrisons 
were virtually wiped out by Marines who captured at least 
six islands in the I ulagi area, the co m m u n iq u e sounded an 
om inous note with revelation that enem y troops actually had 
attem pted to recapture the airfield.
